WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, speaking as 
the leader of the Republican 
party, said today ‘that the Mc- 


Carthy controversy in the Sen- 
ate — dividing his party and it 
is his responsibility to try to do 
something about it. 

Answering questions about the 
motion of Republican Senator 
Flanders of Vermont to censure 
the Wisconsin Republican, the 
President told a press confer- 
ence that this particular issue 
was the Senate’s business and 
until the Senate makes up its 
mind it would not be becoming 
for him to make a particular ap- 
praisal and express a judgment. 

Speaks As G.O.P. Chief. 

Although he took no definite 
public stand on McCarthy, this 
was one of the few times when 
Mr. Eisenhower has taken re- 
sponsibility as leader of the Re- 
publican party. In the past, he 
has appeared almost to boast 
that he is not a politician and 
wanted to be regarded as speak- 
ing and acting for all the people. 

On two related points, Mr. 
Eisenhower implied—but did not 
explicitly state—his unfavorable 
view of McCarthy and his sen- 
atorial tactics. 


The first expression of dis- 


favor came when he was asked 
about MeCarthy's action in read- 
ing to the Senate last week a 
letter former Secretary of War 
Har 

had written to a Me- 
Carthyite author, asserting that 
Gen. George C. Marshall would 
“sell out his own grandmother” 
to further his personal advant- 
age. MeCarthy has a vi- 
cious critic of the chief 
of staff, and former ‘Secretary 
of State and Secretary. of De- 
fense, 

Speaking with obvious emo- 
tion, the President praised Gen. 
Marshall at length and declared 
that the recent attack on his 
former chief was a Sorry re- 
ward for Marshall's 50 years of 
service to say that he is not a 
loyal American or that he served 
his country only to advance his 
personal ambitions. 

While making his comment, 
the President stood almost rigid- 
ly erect and his eyes occasion- 
ally flashed. One of the counts 
against McCarthy that the Sen- 
ate is expected to act on is the 
Wisconsin Republican’s repeat- 
ed charge that Marshall was a 
leader in “a conspiracy so im- 
mense and an infamy so black 
as to dwarf any previous adven- 
ture in the history of man.” 

Saying that his relations with 
Marshall had been almost ex- 
clusively official, the President 
said: 

“But-I would like to say, and 
I have been saying that ever 
since I first knew him well, 
that he, to me, has typified all 
that we call—or that we look 
for—in what we call an Amer- 
ican patriot.” 

Defense of Marshall Quoted. 


After the press conference 
the White House authorized di- 
rect quotation of the President’s 
defense of Marshall. It follows 
in full: 

“There are some things that 
cause me to be almost emotion- 
al. Now, I believe that there are 
many of you here who know 
Gen. Marshall well yourselves— 
all during his war years, the 
work he did, and the way he did 
it. I happen to be one of those 
Army officers that did not meet 
Gen. Marshall except in the 
most casual way until the war

RUSSIA URGES BIG 4 MEET 
AND PLAN SECURITY PARLEY 


Notes to Western Allies Repeats Soviet 
Suggestion of July 24 Which Dulles 


Quickly Rejected. 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP)—Rus- 
sia tonight again proposed a new 


Big Four meeting to prepare the 
ground for a European security 
conference. 

In notes delivered to the 
United States, Britain and 
France, the Soviets repeated the 
suggestion they made July 24 
for early consideration by all 
European nations of a security 
system that would embrace the 
“Ss continent. 

Jakob Malik de- 
leres the Russian note to 
British Minister of State Selwyn 
Lloyd at the Foreign Office. 

Informed officials said the 
Russians asked for a prelini- 
nary meeting of the Big Four 
powers some time this month 
or next month at a place which 
could be mutually agreed upon. 

The Foreign Office confirmed 
receipt of the note but a spokes- 


man declined to disclose its con- 
tents. He said it is up to the 
Russians to release its terms. 
The Kremlin's move came on 
the eve of a meeting between 
American, British and French 
experts in London who have 
been assigned to answer the 
first Russian proposal for a 
European conference. 
Russia's first suggestion 
brought a quick turn-down from 
United States Secretary of 
State Dulles. Dulles told a news 
conference last month Russia 
would haye to change its basic 
attitudes before it would be 
profitable to discuss major 
East-West deadlocks at the con- 
ference table. 
At that time western officials

pparently was aimed at torpedo- 
ing the European Defense Com- 
munity treaty,

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP) — 
The stock market survived the 
biggest wave of selling this year 
today and then began moving 
up again at a fast clip. 

The selling poured in during 
the morning session

Secretary of Defense Wilson made two highly

Thus Gen. Benjamin W. Chidlaw, who now 
commands the Air Defense Command of the 
U.S.AF., will become responsible for the entire 
air defense of the continental United States. This 
should mark the end of a problem that the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff were not able to solve for 
seven years—almost entirely because of service 
jealousies. 

Because of the unsettled command problem 
and because of the Strategic Air Command, 
which is made up of the big bombers, the Air 
Defense Command has been in the background. 
It has the duty of protecting the United States 
from any sudden aerial assault. If it failed in 
this mission, and 30 or 40 million Americans 
were killed overnight, the effectiveness of our 
Strategic Air Command's retaliation would be 
of little consequence to a prostrate America. 

It should be remembered that in carrying out 
his defense mission, Gen. Chidlaw will need 


jet interceptor planes, radar, anti-aircraft artil- 
ley and guided missiles. If our military research 
and development do not keep abreast of the 
times, continental defense could fail disastrously 
in an emergency. 

In referring to the compulsory reserve and 
military service plan which Assistant Secretary 
John Hannah announced last Saturday, Mr. 
Wilson praised it as “the first plan I have seen in 
which all the pieces were fitted together.” He 
also admitted that if war came now the present 
reserve setup “would be a scandal and very dis- 
turbing to the American people.” 

The complete lack of readiness potential.in the 
National Guard and in the Army and Air Force 
reserves has been cited over and over almost 
since the day World War II ended. Mr. Wilson 
now comes up with some of the strongest criti- 
cism yet heard. Since he knows how bad the 
situation is, and how important a strong reserve 
is, why has so little if anything been done about 
it in the 18 months that he has been in office? 
The proposal cannot now be acted upon. It 
unfortunately must wait until the next session 
of Congress opens in January. 

It is encouraging to know that Secretary 
Wilson is going to see that the continental air 
defenses are unified and strengthened. He is 
to be congratulated for resolving this seven-year- 
old problem. It is to be hoped that he makes up 
for lost time on the military reserve problem, 
which the Administration has neglected ever 
since it came into office.

One of the nice things about baseball is the 
way it lends itself to statistical analysis during 
the dull periods when the Cardinals are not 
playing at home or, perhaps, playing in a way 
one would rather not think about.

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Debt to the Taxpayers 

Joseph D. Nunan Jr. has been ordered by a 
federal court to pay a debt to the nation’s tax- 
payers. The former Internal Revenue commis- 
sioner faces five years in prison and a $15,000 
fine for income tax evasion. “This is the penalty 
for evading taxes himself when he was collect- 
ing them from everybody else. 

Nunan was appointed in the last year of the 
Roosevelt Administration and served as head of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau until 1947. Yet 
in two of those years in which he held this high 
office, and until 1950, he evaded intome taxes 
of some $91,000. 

In the successful prosecution of this case the 
name of John B. Dunlap should be remembered. 
Mr. Dunlap was appointed Internal Revenue 


chief by former President Truman after the tax — 


scandals broke. He assigned agents to a special 
investigation of the Nunan case. It was Dunlap’s 
job to begin the tax clean-up and he did it well 
before he left office. 

Everyone connected with the case—from Dun- 
lap to United States District Judge Walter 
Bruchhausen, who pronounced sentence — was 
aware of its implications. Our income tax struc- 
ture is largely dependent on the confidence and 
even voluntary support of the taxpayers. What 
would they think when told that a man who had 
ordered them to pay up to Uncle Sam had de- 
ceitfully avoided payment himself? 

The answer to that comes from the federal 
court in New York, and it is strong reassurance. 
Not even a man who was the nation’s top tax 
collector could get away with evasion in the end. 
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One Voter's Lifetime 

Every now and then we are struck with how 
much history can be compressed into one life- 
time. Take the lifetime of John R. Bowling, 
now 94, who voted at Overland Tuesday as he 
has been voting in Missouri for 73 years. 

When Mr. Bowling cast his first vote, Chester 
Arthur was President, having succeeded to the 
office upon the assassination of President Gar- 
field. When Mr. Bowling east his first vote, 
there were 50,155,783 people in the United 
States—one-third as many as there are now 
and the Union had 39 states. When Mr. Bowling 
cast his first vote, Missouri's United States Sen- 
ators were Francis Marion Cockrell, who had 
been a 
Vest, who had sat as a Senator in the Confeder- 
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Kansas City. 


ate NK Vest, incidentally, is 
known to today not so much for his 
Vest resolutions in defense of the South, as 
for his famous jury oration, Tribute to a Dog.“ 
When Mr. Bowling cast his first vote, Ex-Presi- 
dent Ulysses S. Grant was still alive. And when 
Mr. Bowling cast his first vote, nobody had 
ever dreamed of a Senator like McCarthy. 
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Left to the Pros 

The people left the field to the professionals 
in Tuesday’s primary in St. Louis and the county. 
With rare exceptions, the professionals took full 
advantage of the opportunities thus afforded 
them. ; 

In the city, only about 81,000 voters in a total 
registration of 354,766—some 23 per cent— 
turned out. That was the smallest vote since 
1920. The result was that every incumbent who 


sought renomination for major office was suc 


cessful, with the exception of State Senator 
David A. Hess in the Second District. He lost in 
the Democratic primary to former Circuit Judge 
John W. Joynt in a bitter intraparty battle. And 
that was clearly no victory for the people! 
Callanan satellites, or officeholders close to 
the onetime Democratic boss, were renominated 
in the Democratic primary for the city-wide ad- 
ministrative offices that will be at stake next 


convict in the state penitentiary, was renominat- 
ed by Democrats in the city’s Seventeenth Dis- 
trict. 


In the county, Incomplete returns indicate that 
Prosecuting Attorney Stanley Wallach was de- 
feated in his bid for the Republican nomination 
for Circuit Judge in Division 3. That is one of 
the brightest spots in the primary picture. 
Magistrate John S. Stevens, who had the backing 
of a group of Young Republicans, took Mr. 
Wallach’s measure. 

voters displayed discrimination in 
nominating State Representative Edward W. 
Garnholz for Prosecuting Attorney in the coun- 
ty. The Democrats had an opportunity to 
name an equally promising nominee, H. Jackson 
Daniel of Webster Groves, to oppose him. In- 
stead, they chose a mine-run politician, Ray W. 
Karst. 

One of the factors contributing to the unusu- 
ally light vote was the lack of any bitter state- 
wide races such as the Symington-Taylor and 
the Donnelly-Welch contests of two years ago 
or the Hennings-Allison fight of 1950. The 
only state-wide office at stake in this off year is 
the State Auditor’s, and in the Democratic pri- 
mary the incumbent, Haskell Holman of Moberly, 
was unopposed. 


Then there was the unhappy fact that so many 
candidates at the local level had no opposition. 
In the city, of 18 possible contests for State 
Representative on each ticket, there were, in 
fact, only two on the Republican ballot and 
nine on the Democratic. In the county, out of 
nine possible contests for State Representative, 
there were only two on the Democratic ticket 
and three on the Republican. 


Another factor was the date of the primary 
itself. August is no time to hold such an im- 
portant election. Campaigning at the height 
of summer’s heat 1s hard on candidates, harder 
on people. The result is that few voters pay 
much attention to what is going on, and the or- 
ganizations can do pretty much as they please. 

Finally, the ballot itself kept many people 
away from the polls, especially business men 
who are not happy about asking for either a 
Democratic or Republican ballot. If the slates 
of both parties were printed on a single “blanket 
ballot,” the individual could decide in the pri- 
vacy of the voting booth which primary he pre- 
ferred. 
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Water for Cooling 
Kansas City’s municipal council is considering 
a problem which St. Louis and St. Louis county 
will have to face before long: What to do 
about the strain impesed upon the water supply 
by the rapid increase in water-consuming air- 
conditioning installations. 


Two ordinances have been introduced in 
One would prohibit installation 
of water-using air-conditioning systems unless 
the water were run through a cooling tower 
and re-used. The other would establish a special 
high rate for non-recirculating systems, as an 
incentive to conservation. 


Whether by an outright ban or by rate differ- 
entials, this problem of water use will have 
to be faced by all cities where air conditioning 
is being shafply expanded. With water sources 
already under great strain for ordinary domestic 
uses, our cities are under no obligation to pro- 
vide cheap water for waste in cooling systems. 
The city that looks ahead will move to halt 
waste now, before it becomes widely intrenched. 
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It Is a Public Power Job 


The proposed head for TVA, Brig. Gen. Her- 
bert D. Vogel, has been interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch about his conception of the as- 
signment President Eisenhower has staked out 
for him. The Army Engineers officer's answers 
to questions aré significant and partly reas- 
suring. 

Talking with Raymond P. Brandt, Chief Wash- 
ington Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, Gen. 
Vogel said: 

I have read the TVA law, and when I 
take the oath of office I shall swear, explic- 
itly or implicitly, that I believe in the wis- 
dom and feasibility of the legislation. I will 


also say that whatever Congress decides, 
that is the way I will operate. 


This statement by the General satisfied the 
requirement of the TVA law that its administra- 
tors believe in the “wisdom and feasibility” of 
the TVA itself. That was a sound safeguard 
written into the law, by its author, the late 
Senator George W. Norris df Nebraska, to pro- 
tect it from sabotage through appointment of 
its enemies to “administer” it. 

Less satisfactory is Gen. Vogel’s assertion that 
he “can’t be labeled a ‘pro-public’ or ‘pro-pri- 
vate’ power advocate.” He said this after re- 
marking that he has “walked a straight middle 
line between public and private power projects” 


throughout his 30 years of service in the Army 


Engineers. 


If Gen, Vogel is confirmed and sworn in as 
TVA administrator and means the oath he takes, 
then he is a public power man. There are no 
two ways about it. TVA is public power. It 
was set up by Congress in large part to provide 
a public power yardstick to measure private 
power operation for the information and benefit 
of electric power consumers. 

Gen, Vogel may be a power policy middle of 
the roader now. If he expects to qualify for the 
high post to which President Eisenhower has 
named him let him join the side of public power 
actively and enthusiastically.

Unemployment: Serious or Not?

Are figures lying, or liars figuring, 
about unemployment in this country? 

There are 67,000,000 men and women 
in the “labor force,” people who are 
available for jobs and excluding house- 
wives who work too. About 3,000,000 
are in the armed forces. About 3,500,- 
000 are listed by the Census Bureau 
as unemployed. 

How about it? Is this a good or bad 
situation? Are we in hard times? Or 
should we stop worrying and read the 
political headlines and the stories about 
the record-high stock markets? 

First, let’s look at last year’s unem- 
ployment figures. 

Unemployment is up by nearly two 
million persons. 

Then let's look at the Census Bu- 
reau's definition of “unemployed.” 
Here is something startling, which a 
few labor union economists have been 
pointing out. i 

These figures do not list as unem- 
ployed those workers who are laid off, 
taking vacations without pay, or working 
only part-time. Actually, labor union of- 


ficials say, unemployment if realistically | 


defined in terms of a substantial loss 
of income runs closer to 5,000,000 than 
3,500,000. 


What Is Really Happening 


It is when we get to the Employment 
Security Bureau’s reports on specific 
areas, known in the bureau as “labor 
mark 
what is really happening. The local 
offices, 1700 of them, of the State 
Employment Services gather this in- 
formation from many sources, includ- 
ing employers. It covers future hiring 
plans, also the current situations. 


This information is used by the Bu- 
reau to classify industrial areas in four 


labor supply” 
“moderate labor surplus” (no jobs, 
people out of work), and (IV). “sub- 
stantial labor surplus” (lots of people 
out of work). 


Generally Group IV meant 6 per 
cent or more of the area’s labor force 
were jobless and looking for jobs. A 
year ago, in May, 1953, there were 16 
of these distressed areas, 
blamed on “sick’” industries. 


In May of 1954 these distressed 
“Group IV“ areas numbered 51, and 
they included Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
St. Louis, Albany, Knoxville, Evans- 
ville, Duluth, and Detroit. 

The apparently embarrassed bureau 
then announced that this group was 
being split in two, with a new grouping, 
IV-B, “very substantial labor surplus” 
to include those with more than 12 
per cent (1 of every 8 workers) unem- 
ployed. 

This group includes Lawrence, Mass., 
Providence, R. I., Ponce, P. R., Kenosha, 
Wis., and Altoona, Johnstown, 
Wilkes-Barre-Hazelton, Pa.

Looked at from unions’ point of view, statistics are held to 
understate the real situation; increase in number of distress 
areas cited; bank survey, on the other hand, finds improvement 
in failure of unemployment to rise seasonally in June.

Conditions in the labor market took 
a decided turn for the better in June. 
Unemployment showed virtually no 
change for the month, whereas nor- 
mally it registers an appreciable sea- 
sonal upturn. The total number of 
unemployed thus held at approximately 
3,300,000, according to Census Bureau 
estimates. 


Earlier this spring some analysts were 
of the opinion that summer unemploy- 
ment might rise as high as five million 
in response to the influx of graduating 
students and seasonal workers. Now 
there seems no possibility that such a 
total will be reached, even if a sea- 
sonal advance shows ug in July data. 


So far there is no real evidence of 
deterioration in July. Weekly data of 
the Bureau of Employment Security 
reveal that initial claims for state 
unemployment insurance have behaved 
pretty much as they normally do at 
this time of year. The over-all total 
of state-insured unemployment, more- 
over, has continued the downtrend that 
began in mid-April. 


While these data are encouraging in 
themselves, it should of course be 
remembered that they would not be 
affected by new entrants to the labor 
force—such as students—who had built 


| 
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— no benefit rights. The possibility 
of an increase in the July unemploy- 
ment estimate is therefore not pre- 
cluded. 


Equally important is the fact that 
June estimates indicate a qualitative 
improvement in unemployment. Data 
for the month show the first break 
of any consequence in the number of 
relatively long-term unemployed (those 
seeking jobs 15 weeks or longer). 


This group decreased by about 200. 
000 in June to an estimated 850,000. 
It had been holding at the one-million 
mark since March. 


While the unemployment rate for all

Between Book Ends 


As It Was in Rome 


ROMAN WALL, by 8ryher. (Pantheon Books, Inc. 

219 ps., $2.75.) 

Broken Roman mosaics at Orba and 
the crumbled remnants of Roman 
walls inspired in Author Bryher the 
desire to recreate the last days of Ro- 
man domination. She found a none-too- 
reassuring parallel between the condi- 
tions of those days and those of modern 
life. To the Roman, Rome's power was 
eternal and invincible; so much so that 
even her soldiers were able to shrug 
off evidences of the growing threat to 
their borders by the Alemanni, in favor 
of circuses, gambling, commerce, love 
affairs and the pastoral life. 

The curious lassitude evident on the 
part of the once militant Romans con- 
trasts with the rugged and ambitious 
strength of the barbarians. The Ale- 
manni lived to fight: the third century 
Roman had found other interests. 

The story, read as an historical novel, 
has charm and the fascination of an- 
tique times and far places. It is a seg- 
ment of frontier life whose characters 
are types rather than individuals; the 
soldier, the matron, the merchant, the 
artist, each living on-the slopes of a 
smoldering volcano which he conceded 
might someday engulf his way of life, 
but whose reality he could not grasp. 

Bryher has attempted to suggest in 
“Roman Wall,” some of the reasons fcr 
the fall of the Roman Empire.

She re- 
tired from the stage in middle 
ag? and devoted herself entirely 
to writing, which brought her 
enormous popularity. 

Her full name was Sidonie 
Gabrielle Colette. Through her 
father, an Army officer, she met 
Henri Gauthier-Villars (Willy), 
a Paris editor and writer twice 
her age. They were married 
when she was 20. 

Her first book in collabora- 
tion with Willy, “Claudine at 
School,” was based on her own 
life.

Different Opinions. 

Anglers are of different opin- 
fons as to the moon's influence 
on night fishing. claim 
that a full moon is the ideal 
time, while others maintain that 
when there is no moon the fish- 
ing is at its best. Both have 
their following but it is gen- 
erally agreed that the ideal time 
for success is when there is only 
a thin sliver of a moon—just 
enough to enable the angler to 
v the shoreline, but dark 
enough that the boat does not 
disturb the feeding fish nearby. 

Jack salmon (wall-eyed pike), 
channel cat, and large mouthed 
bass are all nocturnal feeders. 
Seldom are channel cat taken 
on artificial lures in the Ozark 
lakes but occasionally they will 
rise to the lure and usually it 
is a fish of good size. Although 
jack salmon are often taken 
during the daylight hours, espe- 
cially in the late evenings, they 
are principally night feeders. 
Weed beds and shallow, rocky 
estuaries and pools with jutting 
sandbars are often the most 
productive. Bass can be ex- 
pected in most ahy waters. 

The methods of night fishing 
vary but little from daytime 
angling. A boat, an outboard 
motor, a powerful flashlight, in- 
sect repellent, and “tackle are 
all that is required. The boat is 
thoroughly sprayed with the re- 
pellent to discourage mosquitos 
and other insects. The hands 
and ankles are usually sprayed 
once or twice during the trip to 
insure a comfortable ‘evening. 
The flashlight is used for chang- 
ing lures, untangling backlashes, 
and locating the shoreline. The 
boat is kept the proper distance 
from the shoreline and the casts 
are made as close to the bank 
as possible. 

Various Lures Used. 

Surface lures are usually used 
for bass These baits are 
either the rattle, gurgle, or pop- 
ping type. All three have their 
advantages in‘ attracting the 
feeding fish. Seldom are jack 
salmon taken on surface lures 
because they are bottom feeders 
and are not often attracted by 
top water baits. 

Many fishermen prefer the 
dark-colored lures for night fish- 
ing, the theory being that they 
are more visible to the fish at 
night than are those of a lighter 
hue. The floating baits are cast 
shoreward and permitted to re- 
main stationary for half a min- 
ute or more, then they are spas- 
modically retrieved, stopping 
every 10 feet or so before the 
retrieving motion is continued. 
If there is a feeding bass near- 
by, there will be a savage strike 
and the fish will break water 
with a mighty splash. Deep- 
running baits, slowly retrieved, 
are favorites for jack salmon 
fishing. Channel cat prefer live 
minnows, and they are usually 
cast in any direction from the 
boat and allowed to rest where 
cast until taken by Mr.

Heacox of NBC television, AP 
photographer Fred Waters and 
myself were nine miles out of 
Hanoi when we spotted the arch 
about 70 yards off the highway. 
We had already seen Vietminh 
flags flying over five villages 
close to the road and had come 
on three cheerful youngsters 
walking down the highway and 
carrying small Vietminh flags 
made of flowers. 

Our first arch was decorated 
with six small Vietminh flags 
and flew a larger one from its 


Ignoring our driver's protests 
of “le Viet! le Viet!” we started 
down the little path leading 
through the arch to the village 
gates. About 20 villagers came 
out to meet us, led by a man 
about 35 years old. He was cool 
as frost until we explained we 
were American newspaper men, 
then unlimbered and began an- 
swering some of our questions. 
Yes, he had been a Vietminh 
guerrilla fighter. This was the 
village of Ngo Binh and its 3000 
people were Vietminh. Most of 
its menfolk had fought “ for our 
nation’s freedom from the 
French.” 


Arch for President. 


Now that the war was over 
they could fly their flag and 
had built this arch to honor “our 
president Ho Chi Minh.” 

He would show us the village 
cache of hidden arms some 
other time. . 
He pointed to a jungle village 
about ee quarters a mile 
northeast, which he said the 
French had bombed and na- 
palmed. He used to live in that 
village and four of his family 
NN killed by the bombs, he 
said. 

They fought the French by 
cutting the railroad and mining 
the highway and sometimes at- 
tacking small highway defense 
posts. Now that the war was 
over and the French would soon 
be leaving, they would grow 
their rice and “live in peace 
under their president.” 

The sign at the top of the 
arch meant “to President Ho, 
many years” or “long live Presi- 
dent Ho.” 

He was asked about Commu- 
nism but either the word meant 
nothing to him or he chose to 
ignore it. His face went blank 
and he did not answer. 

The second visit, about 12 
miles out of Haiphong, began 
when Waters and Heacox spot- 
ted a large Vietminh flag wav- 
ing from a pole fastened to the 
top of a tree, just behind a 
small pagoda and only a short 
distance from the road. 

The other three newspaper 
men had just left the automo- 
bile to take pictures when a 
shrill ery rang out, touching 
off a chorus of highpitched 
yells from both sides of the 
highway. I was still standing 
beside the car, warning the jit- 
tery driver in an English he 
did not understand that in no 
circumstances was he to drive 
off and leave us stranded. 
Then a drum began beating 
out a rapid staccato. It sounded 
like a grade B jungle movie. 


Scowling Men. 


Across the highway a one- 
armed Viet Namese dashed out 
of a clump of brush and 
charged across the road. He 
shouted something as he ran 
past. The driver turned pale. 
No movie this. 

The one-armed man rushed 
up to the other three reporters, 
standing partly surrounded by 


that 
he was the chief of a guerrilla 
battalion which had operated 
against the French in that area 
and this was his village. 
He ordered us to get out. Sev- 
eral of the men grouped around 
him slipped their hands inside 
partly unbuttoned shirts. We 
began retreating toward the car. 
The one-armed leader fol- 
lowed, swinging his one arm in 
a “go away” gesture. It hit 
Stevenson in the face. We could 
not know if it was a deliberate 
slap or an accident. 
We kept backing up toward

gant. Her moods steepened, with very excited peaks and 
greatly depressed lows. Sometimes she threatened people. 


She even talked of suicides: - 


She.became more disturbed. and finally had to-be hos- 
pitalized, May 5, 1953, because she was incoherent, sleep- 
less, tore her clothes off, talked lewdly and thrashed about 


constantly. 


This teacher received the usual treatment of. electric- 
shock convulsions—a total of 48 such treatments up to Sept. 
28, 1953. Improvement lasted no more than five days after 


each shock treatment. 


In fact, she had to be returned to 


the disturbed ward several times because of her violent 


behavior. 


Chlorpromazine was started Oct. 2, 1953. Two days 


later she began sleeping well and was quieter, though still. 


incoherent. In another two days, She became co-operative 
and also rational in her speech.

NEW YORK. 

HE United States House of 
Representatives passed the 
appropriation bill for foreign 
aid without making any pro- 
vision for funds for the United 
Nations program of technical as- 
sistance. President Eisenhower 
had requested $17,958,000 to 
meet the United States obliga- 
tions under this program, but 
still the House ignored it. So 
the only hope of getting funds 
for the program reinstated is 
through action by the Senate. 
There are many areas in the 
world where assistance from the 
United States or from any na- 
tion is looked upon with some 
suspicion, for fear it is an ef- 
fort to bring about economic 
domination of the country, but 


the economic aid that comes 


through the U.N. is always ac- 
ceptable. Technical assistance 
has been particularly valuable 

ause the programs are 


worked out with the different 

nations, 2 oe *

conditioned by acquiescence on 
the part of the aided country 
to take certain milita steps, 
aid was often provided in con- 
junction with U.N. technical as- 
sistance, and this facilitated the 
carrying out of projects in coun- 
tries with limited means. 

The technical assistance pro- 
gram of the U.N, was started 
four years ago. During this 
period the United States has 
contributed just under 60 per 
cent of the program funds. Its 
pledge for 1954 was made in No- 
vember of 1953 and was to be 
$13,861,808. Of this amount 
$3,904,188 has already been ap- 
propriated, but $9,957,621 of the 
U. S. pledge for 1954 has still to 
be appropriated. It was this 
amount plus an additional $8,- 
000,000—approximately half of 
the U. S. contemplated pledge 
for 1955—which was represented 
by the $17,958,000 which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. sought but 
which the House disallowed.

THE SENATE FOREIGN RE- 
LATIONS COMMITTEE reporte 
ed strongly in favor of author- 
izing this appropriation because 
they realized the great value of 


“The Committee feels that this 
program deserves continued U.S. 
support. A multilateral approach 
is much better in some countries 
where public opinion will ac- 
cept aid from international or- 
ganizations but not from a for- 
eign nation, and for some prob- 
lems of regional scope. It is also 
more economical for the U. S. to 
Share the burden of supplying 
this know-how with other na- 
tions. The favorable impact of 
the U.N. technical assistance pro- 
gram is best demonstrated by 
the fact that last year the Soviet 
Union and some of its satellites 
bowed to world public opinion 
and made their first token con- 
tribution to this program.” 

Let us pray that the Senate 
will restore this appropriation 
and not leave it to the Soviets to 
take our place in this program.

Halting Delinquency

VERY adult would like to help in some way to reduce 

the heavy burden of juvenile delinquency, but most of 

us are not in positions to make our influence felt very 
much. Mrs. G. is more fortunate. 

“I've just been appointed to a position in a youth or- 
ganization where there is great need to give some real help 
to youngsters in order to keep them ott of trouble,” she 
explains. “My work is just.about as much with boys as it 
is with girls. It is in a neighborhood that certainly doesn't 
offer the most inspiring surroundings, but the youngsters 
have a lot of good qualities, I have already found, 8 

“While my work has a church background, 1 know: 
perfectly well that ordinary religious teaching is not enough 
for these young people if they are to be set on the right 
road. The next two or three yéars in their lives may de- 
termine whether they end up in good homes of their own 
or in a correctional institution. The more I think about my 
responsibilities the more difficult they appear. Please give 
me suggestions.”

Such tactics are bound to be 
punished in the long run, but 
this time West’s eccentric action 
had remarkable success. The 


East's raise to two spades was 
also rather unusual—one no- 
trump was the better response. 
(Obviously, everyone was out to 
make things as hard as possible 
for South!) 

West led the heart king and, 
on sight of dummy, shifted to 
the club eight. Dummy’s king 
was put up, and declarer then 
finessed to the ten of spades.

It may not seem that the trick 
South threw away was very im- 
portant, since his contract was 
only three diamonds, but it was 
important enough to put him 
close to bottom on the board.
